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Dismissal

A closed session seemed 
to have dominated the 
Powell County Fiscal 
Court’s special meeting 
last Wednesday. It was not 
supposed to be that way 
as other issues, includ¬ 
ing the Powell County 
Detention Center’s pro¬ 
posed 2012-2013 budget 
was on the agenda. But 
the closed session took 
longer than the rest of the 
business discussed by the 
court members. 

At question is the pos¬ 
sible termination of two 
county employees based 
on the county’s drug test¬ 
ing process. As to why the 
court went into closed ses¬ 
sion was only known by 
those who had an interest 
in the situation or had an 
agenda. The agenda only 
stated “Personnel.” 

The court handled all 


proceedings approved for two EMS employees 


the other business on 
the agenda for the night 
within the first 23 min¬ 
utes. The meeting began 
at 6 p.m. The closed ses¬ 
sion began at 6:23 p.m. 
and 34 minutes later the 
court came back into open 
session. 

The magistrates 
voted unanimously to 
allow Powell County 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson to “proceed 
with dismissal process¬ 
es” against two ambu¬ 
lance service employees. 
The ambulance service 
has been the center of 
attention in recent weeks 
after some rumors about 
changed allegedly pro¬ 
posed by Anderson would 
be causing major changes 
in personnel and hours. 
Anderson has denied any 
such plans are in exis¬ 
tence. It has been report¬ 
ed that some schedule 
changes may be forthcom¬ 
ing however.

Anderson did tell the 
Times that both employ¬ 


ees worked for the ambu¬ 
lance service. He contin¬ 


ued that one employee 
appears to have tested 


positive in a drug screen 
test. The Times has been 
advised by sources that 
the other employee may 
have been insubordinate 
or refused to be tested. 

“No one is dismissed at 
this time. The magistrates 
just gave me the right to 
proceed with the process 
of dismissal,” Anderson 
said after the meeting. 
“They have a grievance 
process to follow and a 
hearing they can request. 
Then it would come back 
to the court.” 

Sources say that 
Anderson and two mag¬ 
istrates will make up the 
panel for the hearing. 
Though it is unclear who 
chooses the magistrates. 

The Times has learned 
that at least one of the 
employees would request

Medical emergency may have caused accident that damaged two businesses

A two vehicle acci¬ 
dent on Main Street in 
Stanton Saturday after¬ 
noon sent a Beattyville 
man to the hospital after 
he hit a local Fish and 
Wildlife officer’s vehicle. 
It also closed two local 
businesses, both pretty 
important to young ladies 
trying to get ready for the 
PCHS Prom scheduled in 
about a week. 

Just after 12:10 p.m. 
a maroon truck driven 
by Eric Fugate, 44, of 
Beattyville, was heading 
north on Main Street. 
Police say that Fugate 
had a possible diabetic 
emergency, crossed the 
center line and struck 
a state truck driven by 
Fish and Wildlife Officer 
Chad Rice. Fugate’s truck 
hit Rice with such force it 
turned him around, went 
over the curb and ran into 
the Elkins Building that 
houses Hair Force One 
Salon and Tanfabulous, a 
new tanning salon. 

Stanton firefighters, 


police and Powell EMS 
personnel converged on 
the scene. Fugate was still 
in some form of a seizure 
when he was removed 
from the truck and taken

to the Stanton Airport. 
According to Stanton 
Police Chief Kevin Neal, 
Fugate was flown by heli¬ 
copter to the UK Medical 
Center. 

“I could see this maroon 
truck coming straight at 
me, but I could tell he was 
in some sort of medical 
emergency,” Rice, 44, of 
Clay City, said. “His arms 
were locked, his head was 
straight back and I could 
see the whites of his eyes.” 
Rice said he tried to take 
evasive action. “I moved 
enough that he didn’t hit

me head-on,” Rice added. 

The force of the impact 
on the driver’s side of 
Rice’s vehicle spun him 
around. Fugate continued 
on, jumping over the curb 


and hitting the building. 
“He was moving along at 
a pretty good clip,” Rice 
stated. “If he hadn’t hit 
a weight-bearing wall, he 
could have gone straight 


through the building.” 

Rice said he suffered no 
injuries in the accident. 
“The Lord was working 
overtime in Stanton last 
Saturday,” he said. “I’m 


fine.” 

Fugate has since been 
released from the hospi¬ 
tal. Chief Neal is investi¬ 
gating the accident.

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More indictments released; 


bond reductions denied

More indictments have 
been released, which 
means more arrests. But 
in one case a plea to 
reduce the bond has been 
denied. 

Early last month 
the Powell Grand Jury 
released over 40 indict¬ 
ments. However, many 
more were apparently 
sealed. The sealed indict¬ 
ments are now being 
released as police are 
making the arrests. 

Police arrested David 
Lee Ratliff after he was 
indicted on one count of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance first degree 
and another count of 
trafficking in the second 
degree. According to court 
records, Ratliff alleged¬ 
ly sold 11 Percocets for 
$240 to a confidential 
informant. When he was 
arrested on the origi¬ 
nal charge he still had 
the “buy money” police 
used on him, according to 
reports. 

Ratliff, 41, of Stanton, 
made headlines last fall 
when he was accused of 
armed robbery. However, 
the case was dropped 
after the alleged victim 
was charged with filing a 
false report. 

In this case Ratliff's 
bond has been set at 
$50,000 cash. 

Officers also arrested 
Priscilla Yeary, 31, of 
Slade based on an indict¬ 


ment for two counts of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance second degree. 
Court records indicated 
that Yeary allegedly had 
sold four Loritabs and 
many more were found 
hidden in her house's air 
vents. Her bond was set 
at $125,000 cash. 

The case of a hus¬ 
band and wife who were 
indicted on trafficking 
charges was heard in 
Powell Circuit Court last 
week. Carolyn and Ralph 
Robinson were part of the 
indictments released last 
month. Both were accused 
of selling medications 
from their home. When 
police raided their home 
on Jan. 20 they reported 
finding over $55,000 in 
cash, nearly 600 pills, 18 
guns, 36 knifes and some 
jewelry. Police followed a 
tip and used a confiden¬ 
tial informant to investi¬ 
gate complaints, accord¬ 
ing to their records. 

Carolyn Robinson, 60, of 
Stanton, was indicted on 
two counts of first degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, two counts of 
second degree trafficking 
and one count of third 
degree trafficking. Her 
bond has been set at a 
total of $350,000. Ralph 
Robinson, 65, of Stanton 
and reportedly a former 
Winchester Police officer, 
was indicted on one count 
of first degree and one 
count of second degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. His bond has 
been set at $225,000. 


Their attorneys made a 
motion in Powell Circuit 
Court to reduce the 
bond. However, Powell 
Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher denied the 
request. Fletcher cited a 
newspaper article from 
the Louisville Courier- 
Journal from Jan. 20, 
2011 that stated that 
prescription drugs and 
overdoses were becoming 
a problem statewide. The 
article noted that in 2009 
there were 978 overdose 
deaths attributed to pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

Fletcher ruled that 
even though the presence 
of “$60,000 in cash, 18 
weapons, approximately 
600 pills, jewelry and 36 
knifes” may not indicate 
trafficking, but coupled 
with “the totality of cir¬ 
cumstances and evidence, 
as well as the testimo¬ 
ny of a confidential wit¬ 
ness, the actions appear 
to be consistent with the 
indictment.” 

Fletcher went on to 
write in his order deny¬ 
ing the bond reduction, 
that “not every traffick¬ 
ing case is a danger to 
others, but in this case 
the large amount of pills, 
alleged illegal narcotics, 
that could be sold on the 
streets could result in 
death or serious physical 
injury to third parties.” 

There was no indica¬ 
tion if another motion 
would be attempted or if 
Fletcher's decision would 
be appealed.

a hearing. They also have turned over 
test results from testing completed later 
the same day as the drug screening to 
try to prove that the screening provided 
a false positive. Neither employee, or 
their families, have come forward and 
all information has come from sources 
close to the situation. 

The magistrates approved the pro¬ 
posed $1.6 million budget for the jail 
and after the closed session voted to 
allow Powell County Jailer Travis more 
time to review bids for the jail's food 
service contract. The two bids received 
were from Kellwell and CBM. 

The court also voted to pay bills that 
were submitted. Those included work 
done on an ambulance and dog food 
for the animal shelter. They even voted 
unanimously to approve the resolution 
dealing with the regional Pine Ridge 
Theatre project. 

The magistrates also voted to enter 
an agreement to accept just over 
$102,000 from the state which would 
then be turned over to Beechfork Water 
Commission for repairs. The payment 
was for the repairs to the main water¬ 
line between Beechfork Reservoir and 
Stanton back in November. A state 
highway crew that was trying to clear 
out the debris from under the bridge on 
Old Clay City Road accidently struck 


the waterline. 

'The way it (the agreement) is worded 
that we would be responsible for any 
amount over this $102,000 total we 
have received would be our responsi¬ 
bility I believe we need a stipulation 
put in that we will only be responsible 
for the amount given to us,” Anderson 
advised the court. “I am confident that 
all the receipts have been turned in and 
the amount being awarded is the right 
amount. But we need to make sure.” 

The magistrates agreed and voted to 
allow Powell County Attorney Robert 
King to write up a stipulation and then 
agreed to accept the agreement. 

The magistrates also agreed to allow 
local artist Danielle Kendrick to paint 
murals on the concrete columns of the 
overpass at Slade. “I understand that 
they still have a few hoops to go through 
with the state highway department, but 
this resolution would allow her to pro¬ 
ceed,” Anderson said. 

Kendrick, who has painted murals 
at Bowen Elementary and Lil' Abner's 
Motel in Slade, would paint local leg¬ 
ends like Lily Mae Ledford and Carl 
McKenzie, a train going trough the 
Nada Tunnel and even some forest pat¬ 
terns. The court approved the resolution 
6 - 0 .

Look out for the 
Lunch Police 


Effective March 26, kids will be 
required to put fruits or vegetables on 
their trays in the lunch line. School 
cafeterias with salad bars must moni¬ 
tor the salad eaters “to ensure that 
students actually take the mini¬ 
mum required portion size” deemed 
nutritionally necessary for their age. 
No school kids will be served whole milk 
or even 2 percent-fat milk; only 1 per¬ 
cent or fat-free milk will be allowed. 

However, “students may decline milk,” 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
generously concedes in its new rules for 
school lunches. 

It’s not hard to see what lies ahead, 
says Stephen Goldberg, author of 
Obama's Shorts (www. Obamas Shorts, 
com), a collection of 23 satirical short 
stories that take a humorous look at 
the new rules and regulations govern¬ 
ing Americans’ lives. 

“How about a National Nutritional 
Enforcement Agency that pro¬ 
vides federal agents, unarmed, of 
course, to make sure all students 
are Clean Plate Clubbers?” he asks. 
And forget mandatory health insurance, 
he says, we have a much bigger problem. 
“We’re ripe for a Patients’ Waiting 
Room Fairness Act. Some peo¬ 
ple can’t afford a phone or comput¬ 
er. Some can’t speak English. Why 
should they have to wait longer than 
people who can make appointments? 
“The Waiting Room Fairness Act will 
ensure it’s first come, first served,” 
Goldberg says. “That’s only fair.” 

A stand-up comic-turned-dentist, 
Goldberg says there are some seri¬ 
ous concerns underlying his hyperbole. 
Too many Americans don’t understand 
the principles upon which the United 
States was created, so they’re blind to 
just how far from them we’ve strayed. 
There’s nothing like a dose of humor to 
provide some education. 

“The Constitution set things up so we 
would be ruled from the bottom up with 


only a few things controlled by the fed¬ 
eral government,” Goldberg says. “Now 
it is completely upside down. 

“Take school lunches. Most parents 
pay for them. Shouldn’t they be the ones 
telling their kids what they should put 
on their plate? These new rules have 
been created, in part, to 'help mitigate 
the childhood obesity trend,’ the USD A 
says. What if you’ve got a skinny kid 
who’s a picky eater and you want him to 
have the choice of drinking whole milk?” 
The Constitution was crafted with the 
family as the political base," Goldberg 
says. 

For things a family couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly accomplish, the Founding 
Fathers looked to communities to be 
in charge. And what the community 
couldn’t do, the state would handle. 
“The federal government got only a 
few powers, like war and international 
trade. That also helped ensure that the 
different beliefs, cultures and values 
of different communities would be pro¬ 
tected. 

“Think it’s far-fetched imagining 
a day when federal agents search 
lunchboxes for cookie contraband?” 
Goldberg asks. “How about a National 
Potato Council accusing the feds of 
treating their tuber like a 'second- 
class vegetable’ in its lunchroom rules? 
“Yes, there is a National Potato Council. 
And yes, that’s what they said.”

How many miles is the 
drive from Kentucky to 
New Orleans?

recently admitted, “Do 
you think the president 
of the United States going 
into re-election wants gas 
prices to go up higher?” 

How interesting that 
his concern for high gas 
prices coincides with his 
political campaign. But a 
look back at the state¬ 
ments of this president, 
and the actions of his fel¬ 
low liberal Democrats in 
Washington, reveals that 
their concern for high gas 
prices is something new. 

When he first ran for 
president in 2008, Barack 
Obama’s concern with 
record-high gas prices 
was only that he “would 
have preferred a gradual 
adjustment” to get them 
there. 

During the last presi¬ 
dential campaign, the 
Republican nominee 
called for greater domes¬ 
tic energy exploration. 
Obama fired back that 
such a policy would have 
“no short-term bene¬ 
fits, since it would take 
at least 10 years to get 
any oil...offshore drilling 
would not lower gas pric¬ 
es today.” 

Well, no, maybe it 
wouldn’t have lowered 
gas prices that afternoon. 
But now, four years later, 
isn’t it safe to assume 


that if President Obama 
had entered office intent 
on expanding domestic 
energy exploration, the 
benefits of such a policy 
would mean lower gas 
prices in 2012? 

This president had 
another chance to show 
he was committed to 
addressing the price of 
gasoline by approving 
the Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line. His consent to that 
single project could have 
brought 700,000 barrels of 
oil to the market each day 
and created thousands 
of new America jobs. Yet 
President Obama blocked 
the pipeline, despite an 
exhaustive three-year 
review. 

Can there be any doubt 
that the president’s sud¬ 
den concern over high gas 
prices is nothing but a 
re-election campaign con¬ 
version? The worse the 
president’s poll numbers, 
the more he cares about 
how much you pay at the 
pump. 

Not to be outdone, 
the president’s lib¬ 
eral Democrat allies in 
Congress recently pro¬ 
posed legislation to raise 
taxes on energy produc¬ 
ers—legislation even they 
admit will do nothing to 
lower the price of gas. 


With gas prices reach¬ 
ing $4 a gallon, it’s hard 
to think of a better way to 
illustrate how out of touch 
and irresponsible the 
Democrats in Washington 
have become. Thankfully 
that proposal was defeat¬ 
ed in a bipartisan vote on 
Thursday. 

It’s time for the presi¬ 
dent and the liberal 
Democrats in Washington 
to get serious. We need 
to do everything we can 
to get gas prices down 
now—because of the 
strain these prices put 
on people’s wallets, not 
because it’s campaign 
season. 

We need to pass the 
Keystone XL Pipeline. 
We must act to lower the 
costs of energy through 
an “all of the above” ener¬ 
gy plan that uses every 
option at our disposal. 
And we must work to 
free America from foreign 
sources of oil so that gas 
prices can be made more 
predictable. 

If the president won’t 
act, Congress must. 
The people of Kentucky 
shouldn’t have to wait for 
action on gas prices only 
when the president finds 
himself in a tough re-elec¬ 
tion campaign.

Lucas named to Berea 


The Kentucky Department Revenue (DOR) reminds 
taxpayers that they will have a few additional days to 
file their taxes this year. 

The 2012 deadline is Tuesday April 17, due to 
Emancipation Day a holiday observed in the District 
of Columbia, which falls on Monday, April 16. By law, 
District of Columbia holidays affect tax deadlines in 
the same way that federal holidays do; therefore, all 
taxpayers will have two extra days to file or pay any 
taxes due this year. 

All valid six-month extensions filed on or before 
April 17, 2011, will likewise extend the due date for fil¬ 
ing a 2011 calendar year income tax return to Oct. 15, 
2012. 

DOR encourages taxpayers and tax professionals to 
take advantage of convenient, safe electronic filing. 

Since the beginning of the current tax season, over 
one million Kentuckians have already filed individual 
tax returns. Approximately 89 percent of those were 
filed electronically. The average time for a refund to 
be issued on filed paper returns is four to six weeks. A 
refund request from an electronically filed return, 
however, is issued within seven to 10 days. 

Additionally, taxpayers who owe with their returns 
and file electronically can request the additional tax 
due be automatically debited from their bank. Taxpay¬ 
ers can opt to have the tax due debited up to April 17 
and avoid interest. 

More than 1 million Kentucky taxpayers may be 
eligible to prepare and file their taxes electronically at 
no cost thanks to a public-private partnership called 
the Free File Alliance. To find out if you qualify, visit 
www.revenue.ky.gov. 

All Kentucky income tax forms are available at www. 
revenue.ky.gov/forms or by calling 502-564-3658. Forms 
are also available at any of the 10 DOR field offices 
throughout the state. A list of field offices is available 
at www.revenue.ky.gov/aboutus/taxpayerservicecenters.htm. 

DOR will honor recently announced Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) special tax relief for taxpayers 
in the Presidential Disaster Areas who were victims 
of severe storms, tornadoes, straight-line winds and 
flooding that started on Feb. 29, 2012. 

As of March 19, 2012, President Barack Obama has 
declared Bath, Campbell, Carroll, Grant, Grayson, 
Johnson, Kenton, Larue, Laurel, Lawrence, Magoffin, 
Martin, Menifee, Montgomery, Morgan, Ohio, 
Pendleton, Rowan, Russell, Trimble and Wolfe coun¬ 
ties federal disaster areas. Individuals who reside or 
have a business in these counties may qualify for tax 
relief. 

The IRS is postponing certain tax deadlines for 
those taxpayers who reside or have a business in the 
disaster area. For instance, certain deadlines falling 
on or after Feb. 29, and on or before May 31, have been 
postponed to May 31, 2012. 

This includes an extension of the April 17 deadline 
for filing 2011 individual income tax returns, making 
income tax payments and making 2011 contributions 
to individual retirement accounts (IRA).

For the Love of Lilacs 

It has certainly been a 
beautiful spring this year. 
I suppose we are being 
encouraged after such 
a long and cold winter 
which actually started in 
early October. For most 
of us, spring cannot come 
too soon! 

The forsythia bushes 
have been vibrant this 
season, and once the 
blooms of these shrubs 
have fallen, homeown¬ 
ers can feel at liberty 
to go ahead and trim 
these shrubs back to the 
shape or size they want. 
Forsythia bushes may 
also have a great deal of 
dead wood left inside the 
shrub which can easily 
be removed as the leaves 
begin to appear. 

As we discussed in our 
garden class on Monday 
night, if the shrub blooms 
before JUNE 1, prune it 
after the blooms drop to 
the ground. If you wait 
much later than that, you 
may reduce your bud and 
flower show for the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Once the forsythia 
bushes have bloomed, 
the next spring show will 
be from our lilacs. Yours 
may be blooming now. 
Hardly any shrub around 
the house stimulates our 
senses or our memories 
like the lilac. 

I can remember my 
granny's lilac bush in 
the corner of the yard. 
She would routinely each 
spring cut a bouquet from 
that shrub and bring it 
in her dining room. I can 
still remember the smell 
of the lilacs and her lace 
curtains rustling in the 
breeze coming through 
that room. 

Every home landscape 
in Powell County should 
have at least one lilac. 
There are many variet¬ 


ies available at most 
lawn and garden centers. 
Lilacs love full sun, good 
soil drainage and a neu¬ 
tral pH of 7.0. Most of us 
have plenty of room for a 
lilac, but give it plenty of 
space to grow. 

One of the few down 
sides of a lilac is the fact 
that lilacs may get tall 
and leggy and may have 
a few dead branches to 
cut away each year. Lilacs 
should be pruned down 
to the proper height after 
the blooms are enjoyed 
in April. You may also 
see dead branches now, 
which may be an indi¬ 
cator of their worst 
enemy, lilac borers. Dead 
branches may have small 
holes down them, which 
is a sure indication of 
these culprits. Cut these 
branches out now, burn 
them and spray with an 
insecticide labeled for 
lilac borers this summer. 
You may have to apply 
more than one applica¬ 
tion. Certainly the sweet 
smell of lilacs this spring 
far outweighs what few 
negative problems you 
will have.

The topic of 
discussion for this class 
will be Growing Herbs in 
your Garden.

Herbs like basil, oregano, 
mint and coriander are 
easy to grow and can be 
used in many different 
recipes. We may even 
pass out a few recipes and 
sample a few herb dishes. 
The cost for the garden 


class is $2 per person 
but includes door prizes, 
snacks, a few plants to 
take home and all the cof¬ 
fee you can drink. Bring 
your grubby clothes, as 


you will get dirty in the 
learning greenhouse. And 
above all, you will have 
fun!

When I was a child I 
looked forward to Easter 
Sunday with just as much 
enthusiasm as I did for 
Christmas morning.

Sodium is a key nutri¬ 
ent. We should have 
about 400 mg of sodium 
(about 14 teaspoon of salt) 


is important, but 

each day to stay healthy. Did you know.... 


The problem is that salt 
makes our food taste so 
good that the average 
American uses 3 to 5 tea¬ 
spoons of salt daily. This 
is 5,000 - 8,000 mg of 
sodium! Is this a cause 
for concern? 

For the general pub¬ 
lic, a daily limit of 2,400 
mg of sodium is recom¬ 
mended. That's one tea¬ 
spoon of table salt per 
day. That includes salt in 
prepared foods, not just 
the salt you add to food 
in cooking or at the table. 
If a person has heart dis¬ 
ease or high blood pres¬ 
sure the recommended 
amount of salt is even 
less than the 2,400 mg. 


Some countries use 
no salt, and high blood 
pressure is rare. 

• Some countries (the 
United States, Japan) 
have very high salt and 
sodium intakes, and high 
blood pressure is com¬ 
mon. 

• High blood pressure 
is usually lowered when 
sodium is limited in the 
diet. 

• Soft water is high in 
sodium, and people who 
live in areas with soft 
water often have hyper¬ 
tension. 

Too much sodium can 
upset the body's water 
balance, which can 
cause you to retain extra 


it has to 

water. It can also cause 
blood vessels to tighten, 
which raises blood pres¬ 
sure. Not all of us react 
to sodium in this way, but 
there is no way to predict 
who is at risk. One-half 
of Americans over age 65 
may be sodium sensitive 
to some degree.

Preheat oven to 400 
degrees F. Line a 13x9x2- 
inch baking pan with alu¬ 
minum foil; lightly spray 
foil with vegetable oil 
spray. 

Pour milk into a shal¬ 
low bowl. Combine corn¬ 
flake crumbs, rosemary, 
and pepper in another 
shallow bowl. 

Rinse chicken and pat 
dry with paper towels. 
Dip chicken pieces into 
milk, then into crumb 
mixture. Allow to stand 
for 5 to 10 minutes so 
coating will adhere. 
Arrange chicken in bak¬ 
ing pan so that pieces 
don't touch. 



for about 30 minutes, 
chicken pieces for 55 to 
60 minutes, or until done 
and crumbs form a crisp 
“skin”.

How to be a coupon consumer without being consumed by coupons 



More people than ever 
are clipping coupons for 
their supermarket trips, 
but they're often not 
saving as much as they 
could, says Toni House, 
author of How to Reduce 
Your Weekly Grocery Bill 
to $85 Per Week - Or 
Less!. 

“You can easily shave 
$5 to $20 off your week¬ 
ly grocery budget with 
a minimal investment 
of time,” says House. 
“Cutting your bill just 
$10 a week will save you 
$520 over the course of 
a year. 

“Taking a couple of 
extra steps to ensure you 
can use all the coupons 
you clip will save you 
more money - and pro¬ 
tect your investment of 
time in clipping them.” 
How can consumers 
take advantage of cou¬ 
pons without becom¬ 
ing consumed by them? 
Let us count the ways! 

• Learn different 
stores' rules. Call the 
grocery stores that are 
convenient to you (near 
home OR work), ask 
these questions and write 
down the answers: Do 
you have double or triple 
coupon days? (If so, what 


are they?) Do you accept 
other stores' coupons? 
Do you allow “stacking” 
coupons - using them on 
sale items? 

• Seek coupons far and 
wide. The Sunday paper 
is always a good place to 
start, but most house¬ 
holds also get coupons 
through direct mail. And 
you can find coupon deals 
at SaveYourMoneySaveY 
ourFamily.com . Coupon- 
Lady.com and a host of 
other sites. If there are 
brand-name products 
you just have to have, try 
Googling the name and 
“coupon.” 

• Plan meals around 
your coupons. Say you 
have coupons for 30 cents 
off a box of pasta, half-off 
spaghetti sauce (a type 
you normally buy - not a 
pricey splurge!), buy-one, 
get-one canned mush¬ 
rooms and $1 off a pound 
of ground chuck. Can you 
smell dinner simmering? 
For less than $4? 

• Organize your cou¬ 
pons. An expandable 
folder, like you might use 
for taxes, is a convenient 
place to store coupons at 
home. You might orga¬ 
nize it by product - fro¬ 
zen foods, snacks, meats, 


or by expiration date. If 
you're going to do some 
meal planning around 
coupons, you might want 
a section for those. 

As you clip, sort the 
coupons immediately so 
you don't end up with a 
big pile that never gets 
sorted or used. Clip the 
meal coupons together 
and drop them in either 
the meals section or, if 
you're organizing by date, 
the date the first one is 
set to expire 

• Save up to 30 to 50 
percent with “shopping 


club” cards. Many super¬ 
markets now offer “shop¬ 
ping clubs” that provide 
members with special in¬ 
store discounts. These are 
no-clipping-required cou¬ 
pons that never expire! 
Sign up for free and get a 
“membership” card that 
clips to your key ring. 

When the cashier 
swipes it, the discounts 
are applied to your gro¬ 
cery bill. Some stores 
have an associated web¬ 
site where you can log 
in while you're planning 
your shopping list and 


see what discounts are 
available that week. 

• Upload coupons 
directly onto your shop¬ 
ping club card. Stores 
that have a shopping club 
website may also post 
manufacturer and brand 
coupons there. Log into 
the site with your card 
ID number, then click on 
the coupons you want 
and they'll load right 
onto your card! Instead 
of carrying coupons to 
the grocery story, you get 
your discounts when the 
cashier swipes your card. 

• Organize your shop¬ 
ping club cards and cou¬ 
pons with your smart 
phone. If you shop at a 
lot of stores, you may be 
carrying around a lot of 
shopping club cards. 

Ditch the cards by load¬ 
ing them on a free club 
card organizer app avail¬ 
able soon at saveyour- 
moneysaveyourfamily. 
com. You'll also soon find 
a free coupon organizing 
app there. It will allow 
you to click on coupons 
online and load them 
onto your phone for the 
trip to the grocery store. 

Planning ahead is the 
most effective way to use 
coupons. Since we know 


you would never dream 
of heading to the super¬ 
market without a list - 
- because that’s a huge 
money waster - just 
match your coupons to 
your shopping list before 
you head out the door. 

Be sure to check expi¬ 
ration dates, brand 
names and quantities on 
the coupon (if it says “8- 
ounce tub of lard,” don't 
grab the 24-ounce tub of 
lard!) 

Imagine, if you save 
just $1 a week with cou¬ 
pons, you'll have $52 
extra at the end of the 
year. And then you can 
get that splurge spaghetti 
sauce - and the 24-ounce 
tub of lard!
